Sentiment may find special interest 
In the current report of the post­ 
master general, for we are celebrat­ 
ing the two hundredth anniversaary 
of the birth of Franklin, who was 
deputy postmaster general 
of

British colonies in America. 
At the 
time of Franklin’s death. 1790, there 
were 75 post offices in this country. 
Today there are 68.000. 
Then the 
receipts were less than $40,000. 
Last 
year they were $150,000,000. 
The number of people employed by 
the post office department is nearly 
300,000—equal to the working 
pop­ 
ulation of a great city—and the num­ 
ber of employes and of all agents and 
means for distributing mail 
mounts 
faster in proportion than the receipts. 
The postmaster general touches on 
many suggested improvements, such 
as the reduction of certain rates of 
postage, the parcels post and postal 
savings depositories, hut he recom­ 
mends that attention be paid not so 
much to possible additions to the serv­ 
ice as to the improvement of the kinds 
of service already established. 
The 
principal change that he recommends 
is the merging of third class matter— 
unsealed 
printed 
m atter—and 
of 
fourth-class—unsealed 
merchandise 
Into one class at one cent for two 
ounces.—Youth’s Companion.

once for the location of the home. Bids 
will be received up to March 15, 1907, 
and must contain an exact description 
of the property offered and must be 
accompanied by a legal bond for the 
fulfillment of whatever promises are 
made. 


Propositions which will be regarded 


as most desirable by the Grand Lodge 
must include at least 160 acres of land 
in the immediate vicinity of an in- 
corporated town, fifteen acres being 
within the incorporation. 


If the Grand Lodge accepts such a 


location it will be with a view of erect- 
ing upon a part of the land within the 
incorporation the first permanent build- 
ing, to cost at least $50,000. This 
building will be of a substantial char- 
acter, three stories high, with accom- 
modations for 100 children and 25 old 
people, besides attendants. 


In considering the availability of any 


location, a number of points will be 
considered absolutely essential, viz: 


First—It must be healthy and in a 


locality where there are no known un- 
sanitary conditions and where there is 
good drainage. 


Second—It must have an abundant 


supply of good water readily available. 


Third—The topography must be such 


that good sanitary sewerage may be 
arranged without too great expense. 


Fourth—It must be in a fairly central 


ocation, so that it can be readily 
reached by railroad from any part of 
Indian Territory. 


Ada has all this and more. She is 


ocated where fuel can be obtained 
cheaply; she has soil, fertile soil, suita- 
ble for the orchard, the vineyard or the 
farm; three railroads, with a possibility 
of the fourth; a free public school sys- 
tem second to none in the state; pros- 
pective street car connections; building 
material at the lowest coat of produc- 
tion, and, withal, a picturesque location 
which in time could be turned into an 
attractive park.

Since I have entered the race for 
delegate to the constitutional conven- 
tion, I consider it my bounden duty to 
proclaim where I stand in support of 
principles vital in importance to the 
people of this country at this time. 


1 believe our constitution should deal 
with fundamental principles of govern- 
ment; with ordinances and provisions 
of a permanent nature, those essential 
to life and property. To these, moat 
conscientious and intelligent attention 
must be given. 
The constitution will include a Bill of 
Rights, in which there should be writ 
ten those political truths 
already 
worked out in the progressive history 
of representative government. 
These 
fundamental 
principles 
and proven 
political truths should be planted so 
deeply and intelligently into the founda- 
tion of our stated government that the 
absolute guarantee is given to the citi- 
zen, that every right and opportunity 
necessary to his peace, prosperity and 
happiness shall irrevocably be his for 
ait time. 
In constructing a constitution 
the 
people should differentiate 
between 
state organic law or constitutional re- 
quirements »nd statutory enactments. 
The people will remember that state 
legislatures may pass any law that the 
federal constitution or its own state 
constitution does not prohibit, while 
the 
national 
congress 
may only 
pass such laws as it is permitted to pass 
t>y the federal constitution. 
There 


should not be too much included in the 
constitution, but it must, most posi- 
tively, be seen to that it does not lack 
anything or contain anything, so that 
in "the coming legislatures of the state 
it will ever occur, that the people's de- 
sires will be frustrated by the dictum: 
"Unconstitutional." 
But my fellow citizens* in this day 


of 
Commercialism, when predatory 


wealth has such a gluttonous hand at 
the throats of the people, and organ- 
ized greed is so firmly intrenched, and 
the gates of wicked opportunity are 
opened so wide to the grafters, there 
are several ouestions or transcendant 
importance that must not wait for pos- 
sible corrupt legislatures to pass upon. 
I respectfully submit to you my views 


on some of these vital questions, and, 
m the event you sustain them by send- 
in,? me to the constitutional conven- 
tion, I shall struggle with all the 
strength of my being, to secure their 
enactment into an intelligent and ef- 
fective law. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 
That government which stays closest 


to the people is the most ideal and less 
apt to get beyond control. 
Therefore 


the initiative" and referendum is the 
best safeguard against the government 
f 


etting beyond the reach of the people, 
would adVocate these principles be- 


cause they give to the people the right 
to initiate", accept or reject legislation. 
These principles would serve as a death 
b'ow-to the lobbyist's corrupting in- 
fluence, which has proved such a men- 
ace to equitable and just legislation. 


FREE SCHOOLS

To that end I would favor es- 
tablishing and maintaining, for as long 
a period as possible, in each year, a 
free school system. 
The state should 
manufacture and furnish free, or at 
cost, uniform school books, by this 
means breaking the shackles of the 
text book trust. 


SCHOOL FUND. 


Some estimate that Oklahoma will 


own practically fifty million dollars for 
school purposes. 
This should be zeal- 
ously guarded. 
If handled judiciously 
it will guarantee a perpetual school 
fund. 
l would favor a bonded school- 


land commission, elected by the people, 
to see that this fund is not in any way 
misappropriated. 
I would favor in- 
vesting the five million dollars given to 
the state for a permanent school fund 
in the very best county, state, munici- 
pal and school district bonds, provided 
same cannot be invested in coal lands 
as hereinbelow advocated. 
I would 
also advocate the retention of all school 
lands now owned'by the state; and that 
the revenues from these lands, togeth- 
er with the interest derived from the 
above mentioned five million dollars 
shall constitute the available school 
funds of the state. 


COAL LANDS. 


In this connection I would advocate, 


above all. the appointment of a com- 
mission to negotiate with the Indian 
tribes and federal government for the 
coal lands, exclusively for school pur- 
poses. This commission to be empow- 
ered to appropriate the five million dol- 
lar school fund, or any part thereof, 
in obtaining said coal lands. This would 
bean ideal investment; because, first, 
it would prevent the railroads from 
owning and operating said mines and 
controlling the price ot coal (cheap fuel 
inevitably resulting). Second, the rev- 
derived from said lands would 
enues 
vastly enrich the state school fund. 
In "the event the strte should obtain i from careless and incompetent 


possession of the ^;vl lands, I would 
favor dealing separately with the sur- 
face, dividing same into homesteads 
and town lots and offering same for 
sale, giving parties residing thereon 
the prefer* nee right of purchase. 


CORPORATIONS AND TRUSTS. 


The constitution should contain an 
iron clad anti-trust provision. There 
should be a corporation commission, 
elected by the people, such commission 
to be empowered to exercise all neces- 
sary supervision of corporations, in- 
cluding' railroads: to see that corpora- 
tion charters are obeyed to the letter; 
that rebates and discriminations do not 
occur without 
just 
punishment: to 


compel, by the aid of the courts, strict 
obedience of the laws enacted for the 
protection of patrons, employee and 
honest competition. 
I would favor a 


clause which shall forever put a chock 
to immunity pleas of indh idua1 mem- 
bers of law-bixakinir corporations. 


I would favor not only fining the 


abstract corporation, for violation of j 
the anti-trust law, but the imprison- 
ment of promoters of all criminal cor- 
porations. 
The constitution should forbid any 
railroad or other corporation to do 
more than acquire an easement on any 
land, and then only on such land as is 
necessary to furnish right of way, 
station grounds, or for shops or for 
some other necessary department of 
the corporation. And should the corpo- 
ration abandon its legitimate business, 
or have its charter forfeited, then the 
use and occupancy of said land shall 
revert to the original grantor, or his 
heirs or assigns. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION. 


The constitution should make it a 


criminal offense, punishable by impris- 
onment, for any public official to use 
or cause to be used free transportation 
from any corporation doing business in 
the state. * 


FACTORY AND MINE INSPECTION. 
The constitution should provide for 


factory and mine inspection; state in- 
spectors to be men who know from 
actual experience or training how to 
ascertain and correct abuses, so often 
prevalent in factory and mine. 


CHILD LABOR. 


I am opposed to the youth of our 


land being prematurely employed in the 
mines and factories. There should be 
a constitutional provision protecting 
the boys and girls of the state in this 
respect. 


FELLOW SERVANT LAW. 


I favor a just and equitable fellow 
servant law. Common justice dictates 
that an employer should be responsible 
for the neglect or carelessness of any 
agency which he puts into operation or 
service; just as an employer is respon- 
sible for damages that occur from bad 
machinery, just so he should be held to 
liability "for all damages that result 
labor- 


ers. 
Furthermore, the right of action 


to recover damages fur injury or death 
should never be abrogated and the 
amount recoverable should never be 
subject to any statutory limitation. 


RIGHT HOURS. 
* 


The labor party should be respected 


in their demand that eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work in all under- 
ground mines and all works carried on 
by the state, county or municipal gov- 
ernment. 
When a "man works the year 


'round, eight hours is enough. 


REMOVAL. OF RESTRICTIONS. 


I believe the constitutional conven- 


tion should memorialize congress to re- 
move all the restrictions from all the 
lands of the tnbal citizens except the 
homestead of full bloods, and to take 
from the Secretary of the Interior the 
control of the full bloods, and permit 
the proper court.- of Oklahoma to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over them in the 
matter of the removal of his home- 
stead restrictions. 


LAND MONOPOLY. 
No corporation, whatsoever, should 


be permitted to buy and hold land for 
profit. The great mass of industnous 
farmers of our state should own and 
control the land interest, and the con- 
stitution should provide that no cor- 
poration, company or individual shall 
hoard up lands for speculative purposes. 
Nothing should deter Oklahoma becom- 
ing a land of many homes, and to that 
end my very best intelligence and most 
conscientious efforts would be pledged 
to secure'a suitable enactment looking 
to the dethronement of the land ana 
least grafter. 


ALIEN LAND LAW. 
There should be incorporated 
into 


our state structure an alien land law. 
Foreign corporations and capitalists 
should not be permitted to gobble up 
the land of our state thereby destroy- 
ing the opportunity of our people to 
own homes. 


A friend remarked that a country not 
good enough for aliens to live in, ia too 
good to steal in. That is true. 


GOOD ROADS. 


A good road system is a monument 


to industry and thrift. 
If ever a peo- 


ple needed and deserved good roads, 
those of the Indian Territory section of 
the new state do. 
If elected your del- 
egate I will with all tho energy and 
capability I possess, work toward the 
end of establishing and maintaining 
good roads. 
The constitution should 
make it mandatory upon the legislature 
to establish a road system. 


CONVICT LABOR. 
Convicts commit crime against the 
state and their labor should, as far as 
possible, redound to the public benefit. 
I hold that convict labor should be em- 
ployed altogether on public works, un- 
less in time of emergency. 
I am unal- 


terably opposed to convict labor com- 
peting with honest labor. Tho states 
of Kentucky, Tennessee, the Carolinas, 
Georgia anu Texas make the most ex- 
tensive use of their convicts at road 
building. This manner of road con- 
struction in these and other states 


t range from sixteen to sixty cents per 
1 da>\ 
I believe that utilizing convict 


labor on the public roads wijl lessen 
the burden of taxation—certainly not 


I an objectionable result.

TRANSFER OF CONVICTS. 


If it can be done economically, I fa- 


vor having transferred as soon as 


i practicable, all 
able 
bodied 
Okla- 


homa 
and Indian Territory convicts 


from the northern prisons, said con- 
victs to be employed on public roads 
\\ here they are most needed. 


TAXES. 


I believe that the part of the state 


now known as Indian Territory, which 
will enter statehood existence free of 
debt, should have established for all 
purposes per year a maximum tax rate, 
which should apply alike to the Okla- 
homa Territory part of the state when 


the counties included in that division 
should become free of debt. It is diffi- 
cult to determine at this time just what 
such rate should be, but certainly not 
greater than the tax rate in any other 
agricultural state of like financial 
strength and with respectable credit. 
I would advocate the most conscien- 
tious attitude in providing only for the 
most economical 
government. 
The 
building of luxurious statehouses and 
expensive courthouses should be dis- 
couraged. Every citizen between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years 
should pay a poll tax. 
This should be 


applied to the common school fund. 


INTANGIBLE ASSET LAW. 
I would favor an intangible asset law 


closely akin if not identical to that of 
Texas. I have not yet mastered that 
law but it has been named as except- 
ionally strong by the best Demacratic 
thought. 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


In every county there should be main- 
tained an equalization board, whose 
duty will be to revise the assessment 
rolls and correct any and all inequali- 
ties that might occur. 


HOMESTEAD EXEMPTIONS.

Homestead and otherexemption laws , 


to 
are essential 
mothers and children. These are our 
first creditors. I would favor a liberal 
exemption law of both country and ur- 
ban homes. 
Farming implements and 


household furniture should be exempt. 
The homestead should not be mortgaged 
or otherwise incumbered for any other 
purpose than for purchase money or 
for money expended for improvements. 


INTEREST RATES. 


A clause governing rates of interest

agreed upon and reduced to writing. A 
violator of this law, whether direct or 
indirect, should forfeit the interest 
charged and suffer in addition to this 
an appropriate punishment. 


INJUNCTIONS. 


Many courts of the land have abused 


their right to issue injunctions. The 
Colorado scandal is a shameful monu- 
ment to this abuse. 
I would earnestly 


advocate that the state constitution 
shall restrict the power of the courts 
to issue injunctions, 


BUCKET SHOPS. 


The price of farm products should 


not be influenced bv the operation of 
stock gamblers. 
And there should be 
a constitutional provision prohibiting it. 


ELECTIONS. 


Holding steadfastly to the principles 


of Democracy, I would advocate the 
establishment of a blanket primary 
election law, by which the people may 
directly express their preference for all 
public servants. 


RIGHT OF RECALL. 
It you should employ an attorney or 
an agent to serve you in any capacity 
you have a right to discharge him whan 
he ceases to do this. I advocate that 
the people should have the same right 
in relation to their public servants. I

the right of recall.

Post Office Statistics. 


Sentiment may find special Interest 


in the current report of the post- 
master general, for we are celebrat- 
ing the two hundredth anniversaary 
of the birth of Franklin, who was 
deputy postmaster general 
of 
the 


British colonies In America. 
At the 


time of Franklin's death, 1790, there 
were 76 post offices in this country. 
To-day there are 68,000. Then the 
receipts were less than $40,000. Last 
year they were $150,000,000. 


The number of people employed by 


the post office department Is nearly 
300,000—equal to the working 
pop- 


ulation of a great city—and the num- 
ber of employes and of all agents and 
means for distributing mail mounts 
faster in proportion than the receipts. 


The postmaster general touches on 


many suggested Improvements, such 
as the reduction of certain rates of 
postage, the parcels post and postal 
savings depositories, but he recom- 
mends that attention be paid not so 
much to possible additions to the serv- 
ice as to the Improvement of the kinds 
of service already established. 
The 


principal change that he recommends 
is the merging of third-class matter— 
unsealed 
printed 
matter—and 
of 


fourth-class—unsealed merchandise— 
Into one class at one cent for two 
ounces.—Youth's Companion.

of raising a featherless hen. 


Secretary Wilson has

some time of the demand for such a 
fowl, and he has directed his experts 
to get busy and work out the prob- 
lem.

EVANGELIST TRIMBLE SPEAKS 


ON SUBJECT "SALVATION" 


The congregation at the Christian 


church Friday night was a represen- 
l tative one. Evangelist Trimble spoke 


from the text, "Work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling, for 
it is God which worketh in you both to 
will and to do of his own good pleas- 
ure." 


He said: "Let us consider the work 


of God and the work of man in the 
problem of human redemption. 


"Salvation is primarily and necessa - 


rily of grace. It was commenced, it 
is carried on, and will be finally consti- 
tuted, not by any merit of our own, 
ttS.t by the grace of God. 'By grace 
are ye saved.' In tfiis meeting 1 have 
talked much of the necessity of ma n 
taking some step toward his salvation. 
I wohld not have you conclude that I 
am teaching that man can save him- 
self. I dwell upon man's part of the 
work, not because I think it is major 
part, but because if there is any fail- 
ure it will be on the human and not on 


the divine side. We are 
'saved by 


grace' but 'The grace of God that 
bnngeth salvation hath appeared to all 
men.' God has never neglected his du- 
ty. We hold revivals, not to get God 
ready to bless man, but to get man to 
come where heaven's blessings fall. 


If you are not saved it will not be 


because God is not willing. When we 
are working out our own salvation it is 
'God working in us.' When I urge you 
to repent of your sins and confess your 
faith in Christ and obey the command- 
ments of God, it is not that you may 
save yourselves, but that God may 
save you. God does not send you 
Christian character, but he does send 
you the law of growth and develop- 
ment. He calls you to a higher life, and 
reveals to you the way upwards. God's 
commandments reveal His will concern- 
ing our conduct.

Now that the $300,000 cement plant 


is practically assured for Ada, the News 
wishes to start the ball rolling for the 
location in the city of an instit ' on, 
which, in years to come, will not »nly 
advertise tfte city, but will elevate it to 
the highest plane of citizenship and 
benevolence. 


The institution is the Masonic home 


for orphans and aged or disabled Ma- 
sons and their widows, where they will 
receive such kindly care and ministra- 
tion as they may need, without being 
made to feel that they are objects of 
charity or that they have lost their 
individuality as inmates of an institu- 
tion. 


The Grand Lodge, recently in session 


at Ardmore, decided to invite bids at 
once for the location of the home. Bids 
will be received up to March 16, 1907, 
and must contain an exact description 
of the property offered and must be 
accompanied by a legal bond for the 
fulfillment of whatever promises are 
made. 


Propositions which will be regarded 


as most desirable by the Grand Lodge 
must include at least 160 acres of land 
in the immediate vicinity of an in- 
corporated town, fifteen acres being 
within the incorporation. 


If the Grand Lodge accepts such a 


location it will be with a view of erect- 
ing upon a part of the land within the 
incorporation the first permanent build- 
ing, to cost at least $60,000. This 
building will be of a substantial char- 
acter, three stories high, with accom- 
modations for 100 children and 26 old 
people, besides attendants. 


In considering the availability of any 


location, a number of points will be 
considered absolutely essential, viz: 


First—It must be healthy and in a 


locality where there are no known un- 
sanitary conditions and where there is 
good drainage. 


Second—It must have an abundant 


supply of good water readily available. 


Third—The topography must be such 


that good sanitary sewerage may be 
arranged without too great expense. 


Fourth—It must be in a fairly central 


location, so that it can be readily 
reached by railroad from any part of 
Indian Territory. 


Ada has all this and more. She is 


located where fuel can be obtained 
cheaply; she has soil, fertile soil, suita- 
ble for the orchard, the vineyard or the 
farm; three railroads, with a possibility 
of the fourth; a free public school sys- 
tem second to none in the state; pros- 
pective street car connections; building 
material at the lowest cost of produc- 
tion, and, withal, a picturesque location 
which in time could be turned into an 
attractive park. 


Now that bids are asked, Ada must

To the Voters of the Eighty-seventh 
Constitutional Delegate District: 
Since I have entered the race for 
delegate to the constitutional conven- 
tion, I consider it my bounden duty to 
proclaim where I stand in support of 
principles vital in importance to the 
people of this country at this time. 
1 believe our constitution should deal 
with fundamental principles of govern- 
ment; with ordinances and provisions 
of a permanent nature, those essential 
to life and property. To these, moat 
conscientious ana intelligent attention 
must be given. 
The constitution will include a Bill of 
Rights, in which there should be writ 
ten those political truths already 
worked out in the progressive history 
of representative government. These 
fundamental 
principles and proven 
political truths should be planted so 
deeply and intelligently into the founda- 
tion of our state s government that the 
absolute guarantee is given to the citi- 
zen, that every right and opportunity 
necessary to his peace, prosperity and 
happiness shall irrevocably be his for 
ait time. 
In constructing a constitution 
the 
people should differentiate 
between 
state organic law or constitutional re- 
quirements and statutory enactments. 
The people will remember that state 
legislatures may pass any law that the 
federal constitution or its own state 
constitution does not prohibit, while 
the 
national 
congress 
may only 
pass such laws as it is permitted to pass 
by the federal constitution. 
There 


should not be too much included in the 
constitution, but it must, most posi- 
tively, be seen to that it does not lack 
anything or contain anything, so that 
in "the coming legislatures of the state 
it will ever occur, that the people's de- 
sires will be frustrated by the dictum: 
"Unconstitutional." 
But my fellow citizens* in this day 


of 
Commercialism, when predatory 
wealth has such a gluttonous hand at 
the throats of the people, and organ- 
ized greed is so firmly intrenched, and 
the gates of wicked opportunity are 
opened so wide to the grafters, there 
are several ouestions or transcendant 
importance that must not wait for pos- 
sible corrupt legislatures to pass upon. 
I respectfully submit to you my views 


on some of these vital questions, and, 
m the event you sustain them by send- 
in.? me to the constitutional conven- 
tion, 1 shall struggle 
with all the 
strength of my being, to secure their 
enactment into an intelligent and ef- 
fective law. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 
That government which stays closest 


to the people is the most ideal and less 
apt to get beyond control. 
Therefore 
the initiative" and referendum is the | 
best safeguard against the government 
getting beyond the roach of the people. 
I would advocate these principles be- 
cause they give to the people the right 
to initiate', accept or reject legislation. 
These principles would serve as a death 
b'ow-to the lobbyist's corrupting in- 
fluence, which has proved such a men- 
ace to equitable and just legislation. 


FREE SCHOOLS 
' need not emphasize the many vir-

To that end I would favor es- 
tablishing and maintaining, for as long 
a period as possible, in each year, a 
free school system. 
The state should 


manufacture and furnish free, or at 
cost, uniform school books, by this 
means breaking the shackles of the 
text book trust. 


SCHOOL FUND. 


Some estimate that Oklahoma will 


own practically fifty million dollars for 
school purposes. 
This should be zeal- 
ously guarded. 
If handled judiciously 
it will guarantee a perpetual school 
fund. 
I would favor a bonded school- 


land commission, elected by the people, 
to see that ihis fund is not in any way 
misappropriated, 
I would favor in- 
vesting the five million dollars given to 
the state for a permanent school fund 
in the very best county, state, munici- 
pal and school district bonds, provided 
same cannot be invested in coal lands 
as hereinbelow advocated. 
I would 
also advocate the retention of all school 
lands now owned'by the state; and that 
the revenues from these lands, togeth- 
er with the interest derived from the 
above mentioned five million dollars 
shall constitute the available school 
funds of the state. 


COAL LANDS. 


In this connection I would advocate, 


above all. the appointment of a com- 
mission to negotiate with the Indian 
tribes and federal government for the 
coal lands, exclusively for school pur- 
poses. 
This commission to be empow- 
ered to appropriate the five million dol- 
lar school fund, or any part thereof, 
in obtaining said coal lands. This would 
bean ideal investment; because, first, 
it would prevent the railroads from 
owning and operating said mines and 
controlling the price ot coal (cheap fuel 
inevitably resulting). Second, the rev- 
enues derived from said lands would 
vastly enrich the state school fund. 


In 'the event the strte should obtain i 
possession of the ^a! lands, I would 
favor dealing separately with the sur- 
face, dividing same into homesteads 
and to\yn lots and offering same for 
sale, giving parties residing thereon 
the prefer* nee right of purchase. 


CORPORATIONS AND TRUSTS. 


The constitution should contain an 
iron clad anti-trust provision. There 
should be a corporation commission, 
elected by the people, such commission 
to be empowered to exercise all neces- 
sary supervision of corporations, in- 
cluding railroads; to see that corpora- 
tion charters are obeyed to the letter; 
that rebates and discriminations do not 
occur without 
just 
punishment: to 


compel, by the aid of the courts, strict 
obedience of the laws enacted for the 
protection ot" patrons, employee and 
honest competition. 
I would favor a 


clause which shall forever put a chock 
to immunity pleas of indh idua1 mem- 
bers of law'-bixiikinir corporations. 


I would favor not only fining the 


abstract corporation, for violation of 
the anti-trust law, but the imprison- 
ment of promoters of all criminal cor- 
porations. 
The constitution should forbid any 
railroad or other corporation to do 
more than acquire an easement on any 
land, and then only on such land as is 
necessary to furnish right of way, 
station grounds, or for shops or for 
some other necessary department of 
the corporation. And should the corpo- 
ration abandon its legitimate business, 
or have its charter forfeited, then the 
use and occupancy of said land shall 
revert to the original grantor, or his, 
heirs or assigns. 


FREE 
TRANSPORTATION. 


The constitution should make it a 


criminal offense, punishable by impris- 
onment, for any public official to use 
or cause to be used free transportation 
from any corporation doing business in 
the state. * 


FACTORY AND MINE INSPECTION. 
The constitution should provide for 
factory and mine inspection; state in- 
spectors to be men who know from 
actual experience or training how to 
ascertain and correct abuses, so often 
prevalent in factory and mine. 


CHILD LABOR. 


I am opposed to the youth of our 


land being prematurely employed in the 
mines and factories. There should be 
a constitutional provision protecting 
the boys and girls of the state in this 
respect. 


FELLOW SERVANT LAW. 


I favor a just and equitable fellow 
servant law. Common justice dictates 
that an employer should be responsible 
for the neglect or carelessness of any 
agency which he puts into operation or 
service; just as an employer is respon- 
sible for damages that occur from bad 
machinery, just so he should be held to 
liability for all damages that result 
from careless and incompetent labor- 
ers. 
Furthermore, the right of action 
to recover damages for injury or death 
should never be abrogated and the 
amount recoverable should never be 
subject to any statutory limitation. 


RIGHT HOURS. 
* 


The labor party should be respected 


in their demand that eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work in all under- 
ground mines and all works carried on 
by the state, county or municipal gov- 
ernment. 
When a m»n works the year 


'round, eight hours is enough. 


REMOVAL. OF RESTRICTIONS. 
I believe the constitutional conven- 


tion should memorialize congress to re- 
move all the restrictions from all the 
lands of the tnbal citizens except the 
homestead of full bloods, and to take 
from the Secretary of the Interior the 
control of the full'bloods, 
and permit 


the proper court.- of Oklahoma to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over them in the 
matter of the removal of his home- 
stead restrictions. 


LAND MONOPOLY. 
No corporation, whatsoever, should 


be permitted to buy and hold land for 
E 


rofit. The great mass of industrious 
irmers of our state should own and 


control the land interest, and the con- 
stitution should provide that no cor- 
poration, company or individual shall 
hoard up lands for speculative purposes. 
Nothing should deter Oklahoma becom- 
ing a land of many homes, and to that 
end my very best intelligence and most 
conscientious efforts would be pledged 
to secure'a suitable enactment looking 
to the dethronement of the land ana 
least grafter. 


ALIEN LAND LAW. 


There should be incorporated 
into 


our state structure an alien land law. 
Foreign corporations and capitalists 
should not be permitted to gobble up 
the land of our state thereby destroy- 
ing the opportunity of our people to 
own homes. 


A friend remarked that a country not 
good enough for aliens to live in, ia too 
good to steal in. That is true. 


GOOD ROADS. 


A. good road system is a monument 


to industry and thrift. 
If ever a peo- 


ple needed and deserved good roads, 
those of the Indian Territory section of 
the new state do. 
If elected your del- 
egate I will with all tho energy and 
capability I possess, work toward the 
end of establishing and maintaining 
good roads. 
The constitution should 
make it mandatory upon the legislature 
to establish a road system. 


CONVICT LABOR. 
Convicts commit crime against the 
state and their labor should, as far as 
possible, redound to the public benefit. 
I hold that convict labor should be em- 
{jloyed altogether on public works, un- 
ess in time of emergency. 
I am unal- 
terably opposed to convict labor com- 
peting with honest labor. Tho states 
of Kentucky, Tennessee, the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Texas make the most ex- 
tensive use of their convicts at road 
building. This manner of road con- 
struction in these and other states 
range from sixteen to sixty cents per 
da>\ 
j believe that utilizing convict 


labor on the public roads wijl lessen 
the burden of taxation—certainly not 
an objectionable result. 


TRANSFER OF CONVICTS. 


If it can be done economically, I fa- 


vor having transferred as soon as 
practicable, all 
able 
bodied 
Okla- 


homa 
and Indian Territory convicts 


from the northern prisons, said con- 
victs to be employed on public roads 
\\ here they are most needed. 


TAXES. 


I believe that the part of the state 


now known as Indian Territory, which 
will enter statehood existence free of 
debt, should have established for all 
purposes per year a maximum tax rate, 
which should apply alike to the Okla- 
homa Territor.% part of the state when 


the counties included in that division 
should become free of debt. It is diffi- 
cult to determine at this time just what 
such rate should be, but certainly not 
greater than the tax rate in any other 
agricultural state of like financial 
strength and with respectable credit. 
I would advocate the most conscien- 
tious attitude in providing only for the 
most economical 
government. 
The 
building of luxurious statehouses and 
expensive courthouses should be dis- 
couraged. Every citizen between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years 
should pay a poll tax. 
This should be 
applied to the common school fund. 


INTANGIBLE ASSET LAW. 
I would favor an intangible asset law 


closely akin if not identical to that of 
Texas. I have not yet mastered that 
law but it has been named as except- 
ionally strong by the best Demacratic 
thought. 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


In every county there should be main- 


tained an equalization board, whose 
duty will be to revise the assessment 
rolls and correct any and all inequali- 
ties that might occur. 


HOMESTEAD 
EXEMPTIONS. 


Homestead and otherexemption laws 
are essential to the protection of the 
mothers and children. These are our 
first creditors. I would favor a liberal 
exemption law of both country and ur- 
ban homes. 
Farming implements and 


household furniture should be exempt. 
The homestead should not be mortgaged 
or otherwise incumbered for any other 
purpose than for purchase money or 
for money expended for improvements. 


INTEREST RATES. 


A clause governing rates of interest 


should be adopted. 
Good authorities 
advocate ten per cent as 
a maxi- 


mum amount 
for interest 
charged 


upon notes, and six per cent as a. reg- 
ular legal rate upon open accounts and 
all indebtedness where the rate is not 
agreed upon and reduced to writing. A 
violator of this law, whether direct or 
indirect, should forfeit the interest 
charged and suffer in addition to this 
an appropriate punishment. 


INJUNCTIONS. 


Many courts of the land have abused 


their right to issue injunctions. The 
Colorado scandal is a shameful monu- 
ment to this abuse. 
I would earnestly 


advocate that the state constitution 
shall restrict the power of the courts 
to issue injunctions, 


BUCKET SHOPS. 


The price of farm products should 


not be influenced bv the operation of 
stock gamblers. 
Ana there should be 


a constitutional provision prohibiting it. 


ELECTIONS. 


Holding steadfastly to the principles 


of Democracy, I would advocate the 
establishment of a blanket primary 
election law, by which the people may 
directly express their preference for all 
public servants. 


RIGHT OF RECALL. 
It you should employ an attorney or 
an agent to serve you in any capacity 
you have a right to discharge him whan 
he ceases to do this. I advocate that 
the people should have the same right 
in relation to their public servants. I 
I think the constitution should stand for 
the right of recall. 
I 
THE RACE QUESTION. 
Unquestionably it is the unanimous 
decision of all Democrats and gentle- 
men in this delegate district that there 
should always be an absolute socia 
segregation of the negro from the In 
dian and whites. Of coarse, I woula 
favor separate schools, separate coaches 
and separate waiting rooms. 
I believe with all my heart that no 


man should ever dare to ask the people 
for a position of trust when he does 
not fully take them into his confidence. 
He should tell them frankly his views 
concerning all public questions.

Post Office Statistics. 


Sentiment may find special Interest 


in the current report of the post- 
master general, for we are celebrat- 
ing the two hundredth anniversaary 
of the birth of Franklin, who was 
deputy postmaster general 
of 
the 


British colonies in America. At the 
time of Franklin's death, 1790, there 
were 75 post offices in this country. 
To-day there are 68.000. Then the 
receipts were less than $40,000. Last 
year they were $150,000,000. 


The number of people employed by 


the post office department is nearly 
300,000—equal to the working 
pop- 


ulation of a great city—and the num- 
ber of employes and of all agents and 
means for distributing mail mounts 
faster in proportion than the receipts. 


The postmaster general touches on 


many suggested improvements, such 
as the reduction of certain rates of 
postage, the parcels post and postal 
savings depositories, but he recom- 
mends that attention be paid not so 
much to possible additions to the serv- 
ice as to the Improvement of the kinds 
of service already established. 
The 


principal change that he recommends 
Is the merging of third-class matter- 
unsealed 
printed 
matter—and 
of 


fourth-class—unsealed merchandise— 
Into one class at one cent for two 
ounces.—Youth's Companion. 


Some Interesting Experiment*. 
Experiments are now made at the 


department ot agriculture with a view 
of raising a featherless hen. 


Secretary Wilson has 
known for 


some time of the demand for such a 
fowl, and he has directed his experts 
to get busy and work out the prob- 
lem. Assistant Secretary Hays, who 
Is responsible for the campaign that 
la now being made to improve 
the 


human species, is taking great inter- 
est in the experiments now under 
way, with a 
view to producing a 
featherless hen. 


Another experiment is being made 


at the department that will be fol- 
owed with great anxiety. Efforts are 
making to graft the milk weed on the 
coffee plant tor the purpose of evolv- 
ng a herb that will yield cafe au laid 
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
